Dr. Hedley Commends fer Todor 
SSCs ‘Religion In Life

Dr. George Hedley, the speak- 
er for Tuesday's Religion in Life 
assembly, brought with him a 
diversified and exceptionally un- 
usual past. Dr. Hedley was born 
in China, and educated there as 
well as in England and the 
United States. He holds a doctor- 
ate in divinity and one in Theol- 
ogy. He has contributed articles 
to several magazines including 
Time, and has several books to 
his credit covering such subjects 
as labor problems, theology, and 
sociological questions. 

During an interview with Dr. 
Hedley 
Tuesday, he complimented SSC’s 
format for Religion in Life Week, 
' stating that he believes there 
should be a “stress for the unity 
of concern.” SSC kept its plan 
simple, having speakers from 
general, instead of specific reli- 
igons, each on a separate day. 
This format allowed the stress of 
unity to be predominate, where- 
as in other campus Religion in 
Life Week programs, Hedley said, 
representatives from each major 
religion present every day, have 
resulted in confusion. He also 
commended the committee for 
fhaving a Religion IN Life Week 
instead of a Religion Emphasis 
Week. 

Dr. Hedley, Chaplain at Mills 
Coliege, believes on-campus re- 
» ligious organizations are import- 
ant, or. “at least as important as 
a Ski Club!” 

At Mills, Dr. Hedley performs 
services in the Chapel on Sunday, 
and advises the girls in such 
problems ag _ inter-faith mar- 
riages, and changing religions. 

Commenting on improvements 
for the future for campugr religion 
and our program for Religion in 
Life Week, Dr. Hedley stated, 
“We are never going to improve 
religion until we devote atten- 
tion to it.” 

Dr. Hedley’s book, “The Chris- 
tian Heritage in America,’ points 
out hig feelings toward religious 
culture. He said, “The truth about 
our religious culture is that all 
of us continue to be Jewish, and 
orthodox, and Catholic, and Pro- 
testant, and liberal; and so that 
each of us is more than any one,

tage remains one more truly than 
it has become many; and its

whole is greater and truer than 
the sum of its parts.” 

In the address by Dr. Hedley 
at Tuesday’s assembly, his iopic 
was “Superstitions of the Irreli- 
gious.” He presented five super- 
stitions as being rationalizations 
for the irreligious. They were: 
(1) You can teach history or poli- 
tics without recognizing contri- 
butions of religion; (2) Religion 
ig contrary to fact and reason; 
(3) Religion is an escape mech- 
anism; (4) You can be religious 
without going to church; and (5) 
A religious person can’t have fun, 
Dr. Hedley then very aptly ex- 
plained why all of these were 
misconceptions.

In a discussion that lasted for 
almost one hour, the prospects 
of personal and liability insur- 
ance was the main argument 
against the race. Mike Linn, 
ASSSC secretary-treasurer, said 
that “the activity was so closely 
tied to the college, that there was 
no way to avoid bad publicity if 
something happened, and _ the 
group should avoid any action 
that would bring liable charges to 
the school.” 

Dick Griffin, Sophomore class 
president, then answered that he 
“could not see how twenty peo- 
ple having an independent ac- 
tivity can have the school held 
responsible.” Dean Donald Bail- 
ey, Dean of students, and John 
Krier, ASSSC business manager, 
warned that any action connect- 
ed with the school in any way, 
would probably make the school 
liable, despite any other inten- 
tions by the students. 

Fred Hodder, Senior class pres- 
ident, asserted that any insur- 
ance would not make any dif- 
ference in the prospect of acci- 
dents and bad publicity. After a 
five minute recess and caucus, 
Hodder moved that the council 
not approve the bike ride. It pass- 
ed with one abstaining vote.

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All About Art

It isn’t often that an art critic 
reviews a show and ends up find- 
ing more fault with the arrange- 
ment than with the individual 
works on exhibit. It is usually 
the case of not being able to see 
the forest for the trees. This is 
how it should be. Not so this 
week, however. The case in point 
is the exhibit of student work in 
the Little Gallery of the art 
building. Granted that a mixed- 
media show such as this is hard 
to arrange, there is still no ex- 
cuse for the existing confusion. 
Many of the paintings are not 
matted, and none of the works 
are labeled with title or artist 
name 

On the lighter side, the fact is 
that much of the work is quite 
successful. There is a_ pastel 
water color of two figures, strong 
in feeling done by Mike Lokteff; 
a clay head modeling, expertly 
rendered by Charlotte Walker; a 
whimsical bird in mahogany and 
brass sculptured by Robert Bas- 
tian; a linear wire sculpture sug- 
gesting city forms by Richard 
Stelzrter; an exciting circus horse 
scene by J. Pitts; and a rich 
brown and white vase by Wayne 
Taylor. Included in the show are 
several professional pieces of 
ceramics by faculty member, 
Ruth Rippon. Unfortunately, they 
seem out of place in this stu- 
dent show. It is hard to under- 
stand why they aren't included 
in the faculty show on exhibit in 
the Little Theatre gallery. 

DOWN CARMEL WAY: A 
weekend trip to the Monterey 
area proved interesting from the 
art standpoint. In Carmel is an 
artists’.co-operative gallery which 
is owned and operated entirely 
by the artists in the area. On dis- 
play are diversified works, al] of 
which are for sale at modest 
prices. The gallery receives ten 
per cent of each sale for operat- 
ing expenses. In turn, the public 
profits by a continuous, ever 
changing art show and the chance’ 
to purchase paintings at down- 
to-earth prices. I mention this’ 
mainly because I feel that Sacra- 
mento artists could take a num- 
ber of lessons from a plan such 
as this. The complaint heard so 
often from both the public and 
the artists of this area that they 
have no effective means of “get- 
ting together.” A co-op plan such 
as used in Carmel would solve 
Sacramento's problem nicely.

The split earned the Hornets 
third place in the FWC and de- 
prived the Reno five of a second 
undisputed chimpionship when 
the Chico State College came 
through with two clutch victories 
over the San Francisco State Col- 
lege to move them into a cham- 
pionship tie with the Wolfpack. 
Lose Chance 

Coach Hal Wolf's SSC club 
lost all chances for the league 
title when they blew the first 
contest to the invaders, The Hor- 
nets ended with a 10-15 overall 
and 6-4 in FWC play. Nevada 
and Chico boasted 7-3 records to 
win the crown. 

SSC loses only two players 
from the first seven as Frank 
White and Bob Ghiglieri both 
wound up their collegiate careers 
over the weekend, Chuck Mobley, 
the FWC leading scorer with 198 
points in league action for 2 19.8 
per game average, heads the list 
of those who plan to return.

His 25 points Saturday night 
led to the Reno five’s defeat after 
the visitors rallied to a 62-59 
lead late in the game following 
the Hornets’ 35-28 halftime lead.

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1957 Pacific " Conat Inter-col- 
ligiate 132 lb. champ and runner- 
up in the nationals last year. 
Jim Flood, Sacramento State 
College 156 NCAA champ, un- 
defeated to date, with impressive 
wins over ISC’s Don Rouse, 
brother of Roger Rouse, 1957 
NCAA 165 Ib. champ, and Jim 
Karr of Chico State College. 
Terry Smith, also of Sacramento 
State College, has taken over 
Flood’s spot at 156 Ibs. and has 
been impressive in wins over 
Idaho State’s James Driever and 
in the Intermountain tourney.”

Scientist Slaps 
EducationCourse 


One of America’s leading nuclear physicists thinks the 
great number of education courses required of prospective 
public school teachers is ruining Californ .’s school system. 
Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, head of the radiation laboratory at 
the University of California says the requirements for a 
teaching credential act as a “barrier to the enticement of 
higher quality personnel into the teaching ranks.” Seaborg 
gave his views in general and educational theory courses 
in particular Monday when he appeared as the featured 
speaker at the California conference on science and mathe- 


matics education, 

“We can devise the ideal 
curriculum and build the most 
modern school building, and in 
the end we have nothing if we 
put into that school a poorly 
qualified teacher,” Seaborg said. 

He told the delegates that he 
did not intend to talk about low 
grade instructors because “in a 
society so badly in need of teach- 
ers and in which the financial 
personal rewards are so meager, 
it itt behooves us to criticize 
severely those willing to serve. 

“We should rather inquire in- 
to the factors which keep such 
an unnaturally high percentage 
of our science majors and class 
leaders in all disciplines from 
even considering a career in 
teaching,” the scientist said. 

Seaborg pointed to the “big 
difference” between the require- 
ments for teaching in colleges 
and in high schools. He said u 
scientist with a PhD degree could 
teach at Harvard, University of 
California, Sacramento State 
College or any other college 
“without any teaching training 
at all.” 

“But these same PhD’s would 
be forbidden to teach in the high 
schools of this state. What is 
particularly striking is that they 
would be forbidden to teach in 
the junior colleges of California,” 
Seaborg said. 

He argued education cours: re- 
quirements “effectively bar 
scholars from enriching our jun- 
ior college program.” He urged 
the state to “immediately abolish 
all education course require- 
ments” at ieast for junior college

about the sponsor’s product. I 





teaching candidates with ad- 
vanced degrees. 
Seaborg traced the “uphill 


clirab” which faces a _ student 
with a BA or BS degree who 
suddenly decides to go _ into 
teaching. He said it would take 
such a student about three sem- 
esters of education Coures be- 
fore he could get a credentia!. 

“In the case of the BS man in 
science he could in the meantime 
have accepted an industrial job 
for $450 - 500 per month and 
after 18 months this would have 
risen to $500-$525 before he 
starts on his $400 a month teach- 
ing job. So naturally he says ‘to 
heck with teaching’.” 

Seaborg told the conference 
delegates, many of them profes- 
sional educators, “I think the 
required courses im education are 
too many.” 

“| submit that all the meth- 
edology and educational psychol- 
ogy in the world won't cover up 
the teacher’s glaring deficiencies 
in physics.” 

To cure the “dilemma,” Sea- 
borg suggested permitting prom- 
ising science graduates with an 
A or B average to enter the 
classroom immediately after 
graduation and without any 
educational courses. “If “ these 
teachers succeed in doing two 
years of teaching judged satis- 
factory by the school district, I 
would give them permanent 
credentials.” 

Seaborg also told the confer- 
ence that he would favor a re- 
turn to a heavy academic sched- 
ule in high schools. He suggested 
cutting out social adjustment, 
dating problems, etc.”

how this might be done and I 
am willing to bet that such a 
step will be highly successful, and 
will be copied by the other agen- 
cies . . . much to the benefit of 
the consumer. 

First of all, I would find out 
just what my particular product 
(let’s say soap) has that other 
soaps don’t have. And I don’t 
mean some pseudo-scientific term 
“which doctors know as soxihem- 

blurbitanadril” and which 
the ad men call *SMBTN, but 
which actually we know as bacon 
drippings. If our product has mil- 
lions of air bubbles which help 
make it float in the bathtub 
then emphasize this point. If our 
product has nothing which other 
soaps don’t have then we will 
have to emphasize its low cost. 
And if we can’t do this we will 
have to go out of business... 
but honestly. 

It seems to me that this is the 
truly American way of business. 
You take a product, make it bet- 
ter or cheaper than its competi- 
tors, and honestly advertise it on 
its real merits. Leave the bally- 
hoo to the circuses which, inter- 
estingly enough, have gone out 
of business despite their use of 
this technique which ad men are
